You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Dorchester  on  Tuesday 
the  9th  day  of  March,  1993,  polls  to  be  open  for  voting  on  Article  1  at  11 :00  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  and  to  close  not  earlier  than  7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  with  action  on 
the  remaining  articles  to  be  taken  commencing  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on 
Saturday,  March  13,  1993. 


1 .  To  choose  by  nonpartisan  ballot  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer, 
lease,  rent,  sell  and  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  or  mineral  rights 
acquired  by  the  Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's  deed,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sign 
the  necessary  and  appropriate  documents  for  such  purposes.  And  in  the  event  of  a  sale, 
any  sale  shall  be  conducted  by  advertised  sealed  bids,  negotiated  private  sale,  public 
auction,  or  in  any  other  manner  which  the  Selectmen  shall  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive 
and  expend  federal  and  state  grants  which  may  become  available  during  the  course  of  the 
year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  3 1 :95-b,  and  also  to  accept  and  expend  money  fi-om  any 
other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to  be  used  for  purposes  for  which  the  town  may 
legally  appropriate  money.  (Majority  vote  required.)

6.  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-f  for  the  adjusted  elderly 
exemptions  from  property  tax?  These  statutes  provide  for  the  following  exemptions, 
based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75 
years,  $  1 0,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years,  $  1 5,000;  for  a  person  80  years 


of  age  or  older,  $20,000.  To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire 
resident  for  at  least  5  years;  own  the  real  estate  Individually  or  Jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate 
is  owned  by  his  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.  In  addition,  the 
taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  less  than  $10,000  or  if  married,  a  combined  net 
income  of  less  than  $12,000,  and  own  net  assets  of  $30,000  or  less,  excluding  the  value 
of  the  person's  residence.  (By  Petition.  To  be  voted  on  by  paper  ballot.) 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  ($15,000.00)  to  top  dress  and  pave  with  asphalt  paving  that  portion  of 
the  North  Dorchester  Road  commencing  at  the  property  of  Donna  Abell  and  extending 
westerly  approximately  500  yards  to  include  the  portion  which  was  reconstructed 
through  gravel  in  1986  and  to  reconstruct  through  paving  an  additional  100  yards 
extending  westerly  toward  the  Haegle  (formerly  Johnson)  property,  to  complete  the 
reconstruction  project  begun  in  1986.  (By  Petition) 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars  ($5,800.00)  for  the  purpose  of  improvements  to  the  Town  Hall  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for  improve- 
ments to  Town  Buildings  such  sums,  if,  in  their  discretion,  such  withdrawal  is  appropri- 
ate. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  sixty-two  thousand  four  hundred  thirty-one  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents

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1992  DORCHESTER  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Dorchester  Cemetery  Committee  has  been  made  up  entirely  of  volunteers 
since  it  was  organized  twenty-eight  years  ago. 

This  Committee,  together  with  members  of  the  Historical  Society  and  members 
of  Dorchester  Grange  have  noted  on  a  map  the  location  of  fifteen  cemeteries  in 
Dorchester.  The  gravestones  in  each  cemetery  have  been  listed  and  are  frequently 
researched  by  parties  seeking  information  on  their  ancestors.  Last  fall  I  walked  back  to 
the  "King"  or  "Big  Pasture"  cemetery  with  a  descendant  of  the  Woodworth  family  who 
wished  to  see  where  her  ancestors  lived  and  were  buried.  This  cemetery  is  accessible  only 
on  foot.  It  is  the  oldest  cemetery  in  town  and  several  times  has  been  cleared  of  brush 
which  rapidly  grows  again. 

The  main  cemeteries;  Dorchester,  Town  House,  Cheever  and  North  Dorchester, 
receive  regular  care.  Many  have  commented  on  their  fine  appearance  each  summer.  All 
work  in  the  cemeteries  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  sexton,  Mrs.  Martha  Walker. 

There  are  several  Trust  Funds  which  were  established  over  the  years  to  help  with 
the  expense  of  caring  for  these  cemeteries  or  in  some  cases  for  specified  lots.  Since  1985, 
no  money  from  these  has  been  available  for  our  use. 

Members  of  the  Historical  Society  and  the  sexton  have  placed  American  flags 
on  the  graves  of  our  Veterans  each  year.  Even  the  most  remote  have  received  their  flags 
whenever  one  of  us  can  make  the  long  hike  to  their  resting  place. 

The  task  of  scraping  and  painting  the  Cheever  Cemetery  fence  was  started  in 
1992.  Frequent  rain  prevented  its  completion  which  is  now  planned  for  1993. 

"See-It-AU"  cemetery  was  cleared  of  brush  (no  charge  was  made  for  this).  The 
gate  here  was  once  again  destroyed  by  wandering  sheep  and  cattle.  This  will  be  replaced 
in  1993. 

The  gate  at  the  North  Dorchester  Cemetery  was  knocked  down  by  a  truck 
delivering  a  vault.  This  too  will  be  replaced  this  year. 

It  was  also  mentioned  to  us  that  inquiries  were  made  as  to  what  the  money  raised 
by  the  Town  was  used  for.  I  hope  the  Financial  report  answers  these  questions.  If  not, 
please  feel  free  at  any  time  to  question  members  of  the  Cemetery  Committee. 

Several  lots  in  Dorchester  Cemetery  and  two  in  North  Dorchester  are  still 
available  to  Dorchester  residents. 

By  a  vote  of  the  Committee,  the  cost  of  these  lots  is  now  $150.00  for  a  10'x20' 
lot  (for  four),  $100.00  for  a  10'xl5'  lot  (for  three)  and  $75.00  for  a  lO'xlO'  lot  (for  two).

1992  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  District  worked  on  a  variety  of  projects  in  1 992.  As  in  past 
years,  District  members  shared  information  on  recycling  markets  and  recycling  activities 
in  an  effort  to  promote  and  expand  District-wide  recycling  efforts.  The  existing  recycling 
programs  continue  to  be  successful  in  diverting  waste  from  the  waste  stream  and 
conserving  natural  resources.  District  members  investigated  the  feasibility  of  utilizing 
a  District-owned  and  operated  trucking  service  to  handle  member  towns'  garbage 
trucking  needs.  The  District's  solid  waste  disposal  contract  with  Consumat  Sanco  has 
proven  beneficial.  District  disposal  rates  have  dropped  as  a  result  of  the  January  1991 
contract.  Due  to  the  drop  in  certificate-of-deposit  interest  rates,  the  district  decided  to 
investigate  other  conservative  investment  options  for  the  District's  capital  reserve 
account.  After  carefiil  research,  the  board  decided  to  invest  in  government  securities  and 
bonds  through  Invest  Corp.  of  Dartmouth  Bank.  This  ftmd  offers  a  favorable  interest  rate 
and  pays  the  District  a  monthly  dividend  that  will  be  used  to  lower  operating  expenses. 
The  District  is  also  happy  to  report  that  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmen- 
tal Services  has  accepted  the  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  Management  Plan  written  and 
amended  by  North  Country  Council. 


1992  HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COLLECTION  DAY 

On  October  1 7,  the  District  held  its  third  annual  household  hazardous  waste  collection 
day  at  Fred  Madore  Chevrolet  in  Plymouth.  This  year's  collection  surpassed  all  previous 
volume  and  participation  rates.  This  year's  collection  netted  over  1,200  gallons  of 
household  hazardous  wastes:  household  cleaners,  poisons,  oil-based  paints,  pesticides, 
oil  and  automotive  products.  As  part  of  the  education  program,  elementary  schools  were 
presented  a  program  on  the  dangers  of  household  hazardous  wastes.  Volunteers  from  all 
the  District  communities  were  instrumental  in  making  the  collection  a  success.  We 
appreciate  the  financial  support  of  Consumat  Sanco  and  American  Waste  Systems.  The 
District  looks  forward  to  holding  another  collection  in  the  Fall  of  1993.

1992 

1992  was  below  average  for  wildfires  reported  in  our  state.  Our  largest  fire  was  in  May 
in  Rumney  where  a  suspicious  origin  fire  burned  approximately  150  acres  with  a  total 
cost  of  approximately  $30,000.  The  N.H.  Division  of  Forest  and  Lands  assisted  many 
other  communities  in  wildland  fire  suppression  as  well. 

Our  fire  lookout  towers  reported  289  fires,  burning  a  total  of  1 36  acres,  our  major  causes 
of  fires  were  fires  kindled  without  a  permit,  unknown  causes  and  children. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  fire  prevenfion.  New  Hampshire 
State  Law  (RSA  224:27)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or 
cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  bum  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except 
when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from 
the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  do  done."  Violation  of  this 
statute  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000.  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and 
you  are  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

Local  fire  departments  are  responsible  for  suppressing  fires.  The  small  average  fire  size 
of  .47  acre/fire  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by  the  public  or  our  fire  tower  system  and 
the  quick  response  of  our  trained  local  fire  departments.  Please  help  your  Warden  and 
fire  department  by  requesting  and  obtaining  a  fire  permit  before  kindling  an  open  fire. 

The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  28  towns  with  a  total  of  $20,000.in  50/ 
50  cost  share  grants  for  fire  fighter  safety  items  and  wildland  suppression  equipment  in 
1992.

1992  REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  DORCHESTER 


We  are  pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  to  report  on  the  activities  of  Mascoma  Home 
Health  Services  for  1 992,  our  twentythird  year  of  providing  home  and  community  health 
care  to  the  residents  of  your,  community  and  our  first  year  as  a  branch  of  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Alliance  of  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire. 

As  we  reported  last  year,  Mascoma  Home  Health  Services  joined  together  with  six  other 
home  care  agencies  so  we  might  serve  the  home  care  needs  of  our  comunities  better. 
These  services  include  skilled  nursing,  physical  and  occupational  therapy,  home  health 
aide,  homemaking  and  medical  social  services,  and  hospice  care  to  the  terminally  ill.  We 
are  now  able  to  make  services  available  24  hours  a  day,  weekends  and  holidays  included, 
and  do  offer  a  private  duty  program,  Help  at  Home. 

The  Family  Health  Services  Program  is  available  to  young  families  in  your  community. 
This  program  includes  a  Well  Child  Clinic  with  an  enrollment  of  three  children  from 
Dorchester,  and  a  Parent  Aide  Program.  Home  visits  to  children  and  families  are  made 
by  nurses  specializing  in  pediatric  care  and  parent  aides  to  help  them  care  for  themselves 
and  their  children  in  the  most  productive  and  positive  way  possible.  This  year,  four 
families  have  received  services  in  your  community.  The  agency  also  conducts  commu- 
nity screening  clinics,  flu  clinics  and  other  health  programs  such  as  blood  pressure 
screenings  and  foot  care  clinics. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Incorporators  Group,  where  your  interests  are  represented 
by  members  of  your  town,  the  staff  and  the  people  who  are  helped  by  our  care,  all  thank 
you.  We  believe  in  the  value  of  home  and  community  health  care  and  appreciate  all  that 
you  do  to  support  our  efforts  in  your  community.

ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1992 

Grafton  County  Senior  Citizens  Council,  Inc.  provides  services  to  older 
residents  of  Dorchester.  These  services  include  home  delivered  meals,  a  senior  dining 
room  program,  transportation,  adult  day  care,  outreach  and  social  work  services,  health 
screening  and  education,  recreation,  information  and  referral,  as  well  as  opportunities  for 
older  individuals  to  be  of  services  to  their  communities  through  volunteering. 

Any  Dorchester  resident  over  the  age  of  60  or  members  of  his/her  family  are 
eligible  to  use  the  services  of  GCSCC.  Handicapped  Individuals  under  the  age  of  60  may 
also  be  served  through  these  programs.  Although  there  are  no  charges  for  the  services, 
the  Agency  does  request  contributions  toward  the  cost  of  services. 

During  1992,12  older  Dorchester  residents  were  served  through  all  of  GC  SCC '  s 
programs.  10  individuals  enjoyed  dinners  at  the  Mascoma  Senior  Center  or  received  hot 
meals  delivered  to  their  homes;  2  elders  used  transportation  services  on  300  occasions 
to  travel  to  medical  appointments,  to  grocery  stores,  to  do  personal  errands  or  to  the 
Senior  Center;  3  Dorchester  volunteers  contributed  1 93  hours  of  time,  energy  and  talent 
to  support  the  operation  of  the  Agency's  services;  2  others  participated  in  recreational  and 
educational  programs  or  used  our  information  and  referral  service;  4  older  people  used 
the  services  of  our  social  workers.  Services  for  Dorchester  residents  were  instrumental 
in  supporting  many  of  these  individuals  as  they  attempted  to  remain  in  their  own  homes 
and  out  of  institutional  care  despite  physical  frailties. 

Working  closely  with  other  agencies,  providing  services  to  older  people  in  the 
community,  our  goals  for  the  future  include  additional  efforts  to  assist  older  Dorchester 
residents  and  their  families  in  taking  advantage  of  available  programs  and  services  which 
will  improve  the  quality  of  their  lives  and  enable  them  to  remain  independent  in  their  own 
community. 

Through  the  years,  GCSCC  has  very  much  appreciated  the  support  of  the 
Dorchester  community  for  services  which  enhance  the  independence  of  older  residents 
of  Dorchester.  This  support  is  much  more  critical  at  a  time  of  Federal  and  State  funding 
constraints.

GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 

1992  REPORT  TO  TOWNS 

Grafton  County  has  continued  to  operate  in  a  financially  sound,  cost  effective 
manner.  We  are  pleased  that  the  $13.5  million  budget  adopted  in  late  June  showed  a 
modest  3.45%  increase. 

While  the  county  property  tax  increased  to  $6.1  million  after  two  years  of 
decreases,  the  average  annual  county  tax  increase  since  1989  has  been  less  than  3%. 
Under  state  law,  $3.5  million  or  58%  of  the  county  tax  dollars  collected  from  Grafton 
County  taxpayers  in  1 992  were  sent  to  Concord  to  pay  the  county  share  of  state  assistance 
programs  (Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  the  Disabled,  Medicaid/Nursing  Assistance,  and 
Services  for  Children  &  Youth). 

The  Grafton  County  Nursing  Home  has  continued  to  offer  high  quality  medical, 
nursing,  and  support  services  to  approximately  1 20  elderly  and  infirm  residents  while 
meeting  the  stricter  federal  Medicaid  mandates  imposed  in  1 99 1 .  The  Special  Needs  Unit 
for  individuals  with  Alzheimers  Disease  and  similar  illnesses,  opened  last  year,  has  been 
especially  well  received  by  residents,  families  and  staff.  During  1993  the  County  plans 
to  expand  the  unit  from  1 1  to  32  beds. 

The  County  Department  of  Corrections  saw  a  1 5%  increase  in  inmates  over  the 
past  year.  Drug  forfeiture  funds  from  the  Attorney  General's  Office  have  enabled  the 
department  to  increase  and  coordinate  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  reduction  programs  with 
the  goal  of  decreasing  the  number  of  repeat  offenders. 

Again  during  1 992  the  County  Farm  generated  a  modest  operating  surplus, 
providing  work  opportunities  for  County  Corrections  inmates  and  supplying  meat  and 
vegetables  for  the  Nursing  Home  and  Jail.  For  the  second  year  the  Farm  also  produced 
potatoes  for  the  local  food  pantries  throughout  the  County. 

The  Commissioners,  Sheriff  and  Assistant  Sheriff  implemented  the  second 
phase  of  a  3-year  plan  to  ensure  that  subscribers  pay  the  full  cost  of  telephone  answering 
services  provided  by  the  County  Dispatch  Center.  The  County  also  replaced  the  radio 
repeater  on  Camion  Mountain  in  order  to  upgrade  law  enforcement  communications 
throughout  Grafton  County. 

During  1992  the  County  distributed  over  $78,838.00  in  state  Incentive  Funds 
to  local  programs  that  prevent  out-of-home  placements  of  troubled  children  and  youth. 
The  county  also  has  continued  to  provide  Youth  and  Family  mediation  services  available 
free-of-charge  in  Lebanon,  Littleton  and  Plymouth  areas. 

Looking  ahead  to  the  late  1 990 's  and  beyond,  the  commissioners  initiated  Long 
Range  Planning  as  part  of  the  annual  budget  process.  A  committee  of  county  officials 
has  been  charged  with  recommending  plans  for  addressing  the  needs  of  the  county  and 
state  offices  now  housed  at  the  Courthouse. 

The  County  sponsored  a  Community  Development  Block  Grant  for  the 
AHEAD  Agency  in  Littleton,  a  non-profit  housing  development  organization.  Funds 
are  being  used  to  purchase  and  rehabilitate  multifamily  rental  housing  units  for  the 
benefit  of  low-  and  moderate-income  households  in  the  northern  part  of  Grafton  County. 
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During  1 992  the  Commissioners  continued  efforts  to  inform  county  residents 
about  county  government,  encouraging  tours  of  the  county  facilities  and  holding 
information  sessions  for  local  officials  and  other  groups. 

The  Grafton  County  Board  of  Commissioners  hold  regular  weekly  meetings 
on  Tuesdays  (note  the  change  from  Thursdays)  at  9:00  a.m.  at  the  Administration 
Building  on  Route  10  in  North  Haverhill.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and  we 
encourage  attendance  by  public  and  the  press.  Please  call  the  Commissioner's  Office  at 
787-6941  for  further  information  or  to  request  a  speaker  or  our  slide  show  on  county 
government  for  school  and  civic  groups. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  local  officials, 
agencies  and  the  public  for  cooperating  in  our  efforts  to  serve  the  citizens  of  Grafton 
County.

The  Task  Force  was  founded  in  1 98 1  by  a  group  of  concerned  citizens  who  saw 
a  need  to  offer  support  services  to  victims  of  domestic  violence.  In  1 988,  our  mission  was 
expanded  to  include  sexual  assault  victims.  The  Task  Force  shelter  for  victims  and  their 
children  opened  in  September  of  1990.  In  June  of  1992  the  Task  Force  extended  its 
services  to  address  the  needs  of  child  victims. 

Task  Force  members  provide: 
24-hour  crisis  line. 

Emergency  shelter  and  transportation. 
Assistance  in  obtaining  restraining  orders  from  the  courts. 
Hospital  and  court  support  for  rape  survivors. 
Information  about  and  help  in  obtaining  public  assistance. 
Educational  programs  for  schools  and  other  community  groups  on  domestic 
violence/sexual  assault. 

Morning,  afternoon  and  evening  support  groups  for  survivors  of  domestic 
violence,  sexual  assault  and  incest  (childcare  provided). 
Services  for  children  and  their  parents. 

The  Task  Force  is  always  looking  for  new  volunteers  and  will  train  you  for  any  of  the 
various  volunteer  positions,  including  answering  the  crisis  line,  providing  emergency 
transportation  or  childcare,  speaking  to  community  groups  and  helping  at  the  shelter  and 
fiindraising. 

Except  for  a  moderate  fee  for  those  shelter  residents  who  can  afford  it,  all  services  are  free 
to  all  victims  of  sexual  or  domestic  violence  in  the  18  towns  the  Task  Force  serves. 
Besides  Dorchester,  these  towns  are:  Alexandria,  Ashland,  Bridgewater,  Bristol,  Camp- 
ton,  Ellsworth,  Groton,  Hebron,  Holdemess,  Lincoln,  Plymouth,  Rumney,  Thornton, 
Waterville  Valley,  Warren,  Wentworth  and  North  Woodstock.  It  is  the  only  organization 
of  its  kind  in  southeastern  Grafton  County. 

Strict  confidentiality  is  kept  by  the  organization.  RSA  173-C  Privilege  Bill  allows  the 
Task  Force  to  keep  its  location  from  being  made  public.

This  non-profit  human  services  agency  serves  the  residents  of  the  1 5  town  Plymouth 
District  Court  cachement  area.  Our  mission  is  to  bring  together  the  many  agencies 
serving  this  region  while  also  supporting  community  needs. 

Last  years  support  from  towns,  foundations  and  the  county  enabled  us  to  complete  a 
number  of  important  projects.  The  number  of  juveniles  served  has  more  than  doubled, 
from  16  in  1991  to  42  in  1992.  The  Challenge  Course,  a  15-hour  course  concentrating 
on  adolescent  substance  abuse  issues,  has  been  completed  by  40  young  people. 

The  Council's  involvement  in  Information  and  Referral  has  expanded  greatly  over  the 
past  year.  Early  in  1993,  the  Council  will  assume  administrative  responsibilities  for  the 
Ad-Hoc  Committee  on  Youth  at  Risk,  chaired  by  Judge  Ed  Kelly.  Our  I&R  program  also 
has  been  involved  in  the  development  and  completion  of  the  64-page  "Guide  to 
Community  Resources  in  the  Plymouth  and  Newfound  Area"  and  creation  of  "Families 
First",  a  bimonthly  column  in  the  Record  Citizen/Enterprise. 

In  1993,  we  anticipate  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  youth  referred  to  diversion  and  the 
Challenge  Course,  which  will  require  more  coordinator  and  volunteer  hours.  We  also  are 
looking  into  sponsoring  community  service  projects  in  area  middle  schools,  organizing 
a  teen  support  group,  hosting  a  group  for  new  parents  and  continuing  our  research  into 
the  possibility  of  starting  a  Big  Brother/Big  Sister  program. 

While  grants  and  fees  cover  some  of  our  program  costs,  we  are  unable  to  maintain 
adequate  service  levels  without  assistance  from  the  towns  which  we  serve.  Also,  as  a 
community-based  agency,  we  feel  it  is  important  that  some  of  our  support  comes  from 
the  towns  which  we  serve.  Our  Board  of  Directors  hopes  to  raise  a  minimum  of  $  10,000. 
through'  our  15  town  campaign  in  order  to  complete  projects  we  are  committed  to.  Our 
individual  request  for  the  town  of  Plymouth  is  based  on  population  percentage  for  the  1 5 
town  region  (1991  state  estimates).  The  request  for  1993  from  the  Town  of  Dorchester 
is  $210.00

A  private,  non-profit  corporation  enabled  by  state  legislation,  consisting  of  the  following 
people: 

Board  of  Directors:  Each  member  town  is  entitled  to  at  least  two  members  on  the  Board. 
This  Board  approves  the  annual  work  program  and  budget.  Meets  three  or  four  times  per 
year. 

Executive  Committee:  Oversees  day  to  day  operations  of  UVLSRPC,  made  up  of 
members  ofthe  Board  of  Directors.  Meets  monthly. 

Staff:  Five  full-time  and  four  part-time  staff  members.  Includes  four  planners  and  a 
secretary/receptionist,  full  time.  Bookkeeper,  map/graphics  person  and  two  planners, 
part-time. 

Service  Standards: 

Objective:  We  don't  work  for  developers;  we  work  for  you.  Flexible:  What  we  know, 
we  share.  What  we  don't  know,  we  find  out.  When  we  can't  provide  a  service,  we  know 
who  can.  Responsive:  When  you  call,  write  or  drop  by,  we  respond.  Competent:  Has 
qualified,  experienced  staff,  familiar  with  the  area,  the  towns,  the  people,  the  issues. 
Stable:  We  will  celebrate  our  30th  year  of  service  in  1993. 

Where  the  Money  Goes: 

Money  comes  fi-om  four  major  sources:  dues,  the  states  of  NH  and  VT,  local  technical 
assistance  via  contracts  with  member  communities,  and  transportation  planning.  Where 
it  goes  is  simple:  people.  We  invest  most  of  the  money  in  our  staff,  buying  brains, 
education,  and  experience.  The  rest  pays  for  the  basics  necessary  for  people  to  do  the  job 
-  office,  telephones,  small  computers  and  mapping  equipment. 

What  We  Do: 

Provide  services  to  member  Towns. 

We  spend  a  lot  of  time  on  the  phone,  at  meetings  and  in  the  office  answering 
questions  about  planning  issues. 
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Provide  detailed  answers  to  detailed  questions:  review  an  ordinance,  provide 
linkage  to  state  or  federal  programs,  explaining  how  certain  aspect  of  planning  usually 
works,  investigate  what  is  appropriate  in  a  given  situation,  explore  alternative  solutions 
for  particular  problems. 

Maintain  a  library  of  pertinent  planning  information.  Are  a  US  Census  data 
affiliate. 

Do  transportation  planning,  master  plans,  ordinances,  natural  resource  plan- 
ning, capital  improvement  programs,  impact  fee  studies,  opinion  surveys,  special 
studies  of  many  sorts.  Maintain  circuit  rider  planning  program.  In-depth  support 
available  to  member  communities,  usually  at  additional  charges. 

Regional  Issues: 

Provide  forum  for  regional  issues.  Currently  working  regionally  on  transportation 
planning,  economic  development,  solid  waste,  energy  and  studies  related  to  Lake 
Sunapee  and  the  Connecticut  River.  These  efforts  usually  supported  with  state  funds  and/ 
or  special  grants. 

Additional  Areas  of  Special  Expertise: 

Transportation  Planning  -  Top  of  the  list  of  regional  concerns  and  priorities.  Working 
with  member  towns,  the  NH  Department  of  Transportation  and  the  VT  Agency  of 
Transportation  to  assure  that  local  and  regional  concerns  are  heard  and  addressed.  GIS 
-  Geographic  Information  Systems  -  Work  with  a  number  of  member  towns  to  provide 
maps  and  analyses  for  Master  Plans,  utilities,  and  special  land  evaluation  studies. 
Environmental  Planning  -  Includes  solid  waste  and  water  quality.  Land  Preservation  - 
Support  and  cooperation  with  area  land  preservation  efforts.
